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** Nothing extenuate nor set down aught in malice.” 
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A new Tragedy was produced last night, which had been Jong in 
preparation, under the title of Orestes in Argos, Every one knows 
the story of the murdered Agamemnon, King of Argos, by Aizisthus, 
in concert with Clytemnestra, Agamemnon’s wife, whom he after- 
wards marries, and who snbsequently is slain by Orestes her sen, who 
likewise kills the tyrant Alzisthus : and every school-boy will recollect 
the prophetic and mysterious Electra, daughter of Agamemnon, who 
is permitted by the tyrant to haunt his palace in slavery aud madness. 
These circumstances of the almost fabulous history, are wrought up 
with considerable dramatic effect into a piece of five acts. I! opens 
with the tomb of the murdered king, at miduight, where at the call 
vf Nemesis, the Furies attend and conscerate the ground to madden- 
ing vengeance. Here Electra, and Orestes, with his friend Pylades, 
returned from Phocis, where he had been sheltered since his earliest 
days, meet by accideut, and here the vow of vengeance against the 
tyrant is uttered. Orestes, directed by an oracle, has arrived at 
Argos, and bears in av urn the ashes of Adgisthus’ sen, slain by him 
at Phocis. Pylades and his friend, in order to gain access to Aigisthus, 
declare they are ambassadors from Pho¢is, and that the urn contains 
the ashes of Orestes. However, they are discovered by an emigsary 
of the tyrant’s, and sent for immediate execution. ‘The people re- 
volt, and save Orestes and his friend. Orestes slays A%gisthus, and 
by accident kills his guilty mother. He feels the horror of this crime 
so deeply that he sinks overpowered into his atteudant’s arms, and thus 
the piece concludes. [t has many good situations ; the language net 
vous and appropriate. It was admirably supported by Miss Lacy aud 
Mr. C. Kemble, and by Mr. Cooper, Se. and was anuounced for Fri- 
day next with great and unanimous applause.
